CULTURE. — As  all  Mangels  require  a  deep  soil  in  order  to  grow  well, 
plow  and  subsoil  from  a  foot  to  eighteen  inches,  and  apply  plenty  of  rich 
stable  manure.  Sow  from  April  10  to  last  of  May,  4  to  5  lbs.  to  the  acre,  in 
rows  18  inches  to  2  feet  apart,  and  thin  to  18  inches  in  the  rows  As  soon  as 
the  frost  occurs  dig  the  crop.  In  order  to  be  well  preserved  for  gradual  con- 
sumption during  the  winter,  Mangel  Wurzel  should  be  heaped  to  a  height  of 
four  to  six  feet  on  a  dry  sloping  situation,  cover  lighthr  with  straw,  hay  or 
corn  stalks  and  enough  soil  to  keep  the  covering  from  blowing  off.  As  soon 
as  this  soil  becomes  frozen,  cover  all  about  eight  or  ten  inches  deep  with 
more  soil.  By  following  up  this  gradual  process  of  covering,  all  danger  of 
heating  will  be  obviated  and  the  roots  will  keep  in  perfect  order.

DAHLIAS 

Show  and  Fancy  Varieties. 

CUL  TIVA  TION.  While  the  Dahlia  is  one  of  the  eas- 
iest of  all  flowers  to  cultivate,  it  by 
no  means  follows  that  it  requires  no  attention,  In 
fact,  no  flower  cultivated  will  g"ive  such  a  g-enerous 
response  to  g-ood cultivation  as  the  Dahlia.  Deep  and 
thorough  stirring  of  the  soil  during  the  early  growth 
of  the  plant  is  indispensible  to  success.  The  Dahlia, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  should  be  given  an  open, 
sunny  situation,  for  at  least  a  portion  of  each  day.  It 
is  a  rank  feeder  ,  and  should  be  given  rich  soil  and 
kept  free  from  grass  and  weeds.  Cultivation  should 
cease  when  the  blooms  appear.  After  this  a  liberal 
supply  of  water  in  dry  weather  will  be  all  they  re- 
quire. Plant  the  bulbs  two  or  three  feet  apart,  ac- 
cording to  the  size  and  habit  of  the  plant.  The  bulbs 
FERN-LEAFED  BEAUTY.  should  be  planted  about  four  inches  below  the  sur- 

face of  the  ground,  laying  the  bulb  on  its  side.  Varieties  growing  three  feet  in  height 
should  be  tied  to  stakes  to  prevent  falling.    Plant  about  the  first  of  April  in  this  latitude.

Preparing  the  Soil.  Select  a  warm, 
sunny  place,  and  if  possible,  prepare 
the  ground  in  the  fall  by  a  liberal  ap- 
plication of  -well  rotted  manure.  If 
your  soil  is  adobe,  use  old  coarse  ma- 
nure and  fine  manure  in  the  spring-. 
Place  the  fine  manure  as  much  in  the 
trenches  as  possible. 

Sowing  the  Seed.  After  you  have 
the  soil  well  prepared,  make  a  trench 
six  inches  deep,  sow  the  seed  about  two 
inches  apart  in  the  trench,  cover  two 
inches.  As  the  vines  grow,  draw  the 
earth  up  to  them  until  the  ground  is 
level  or  slightly  lower  between  the 
rows.  Another  way:  Make  two  trenches 
six  inches  deep,  from  six  and  eight 
inches  apart,  and  the  double  rows  from 
eighteen  inches  to  two  feet  apart, 
making  the  ground  lower  between  the 
rows. 

A  Few  Hints.  Prepare  the  ground 
and  get  the  seed  in  as  early  as  possible. 

Have  the  ground  moist  (not  soggy 
wet)  when  you  sow  the  seed. 

Do  not  irrigate  until  the  plant  is 
through  the  ground,  sprinkle  rows  to 
keep  the  ground  moist. 

When  nicely  started  do  not  let  them 
want  for  water;  sprinkle  the  vines  two 
or  three  times  a  week,  but  not  in  the 
the  heat  of  the  da}' 

A  small  quantity  of  fertilizer  mixed 
with  the  ground  in  the  bottom  of  the 
trench  before  planting  is  very  benefic- 
ial and  the  plant  appreciates  mulching. 

Keep  all  flowers  cut  off  if  you  want 
continuous  bloom.  When  they  go  to 
seed  that  ends  flowers. 

Do  not  use  fresh  manure.
